TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty. 

In accordance 'with the provisions of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
to Your Majesty the following Report of the proceedings ana 
condition of this College for the Session 1890-91. 

In the returns which are furnished every year in the Appendix 
to the Report detailed information will be found as to the 
condition and working of the College in each year since it was 
opened for the reception of students in 1849. Informer Reports 
I took occasion to advert to some additional topics which seemed 
to me of public interest and importance, as bearing on the history of 
University education ip Ireland. I shall not now recur to a Bubject 
to which I am not able to add anything in the way of argument 
or illustration ; I would only beg permission to observe that for 
an adequate estimate of the progress and condition of this College a 
considerable range of historical retrospect and an intimate acquain- 
tance with the social condition of Western Ireland are indispens- 
able : results cannot be justly appreciated without taking into 
consideration the obstacles that have been encountered. 

The practical questions on which the public mind may desire to 
obtain information in this Report are briefly these : — What is the 
quality of the educational and academic work which the College 
has been performing ? And, secondly, to what extent are the 
advantages which it offers utilized by those for whom it is 
intended 1 Briefly — what is the number of the students 1 And 
what are the courses of study which they . severally pursue ? 

On the first question I need not dwell at any length. The 
efficiency of the educational system of the College has been 
generally recognized. In all the walks of professional life the 
Students have been able to hold their own with the Graduates of 
any University ; while in the public competitions of the educated 
youth of the empire, their success has been conspicuous. In 
the Report of the latest Commission of Inquiry (that of 1885) 
into the working and efficiency of the Queen’s Colleges, the 
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Commissioners, having given an enumeration of the practical 
results of the system maintained in this College, conclude with 
the following expression of opinion: — that it is “a record to 
which any College would he entitled to point with legitimate 
gratification.” 

With regard to the second inquiry, — as to the number of the 
Students, — while I admit that the result has not realized all 
that our sanguine aspirations after educational advancement and 
national improvement might have led us before experience to 
anticipate, I yet venture to say that, taking into account the 
position of the College, the pursuits, state of preliminary educa- 
tion, and the means and circumstances of the people, together 
with certain exceptional difficulties with which we have had of 
late to contend, -it may claim to have achieved a reasonable 
measure of success. This success may naturally be expected to 
keep pace with the material and industrial development and the 
general progress of the country; and, speaking in behalf of 
many others as well as for myself, I beg to express a confident 
belief that railways and other facilities of communication, which 
are now in process of extension, will open a new social era to the 
people of this remote and outlying province ; and that, among 
the multifarious advantages resulting to the general community 
from this far-seeing and beneficent policy, this College will be 
specially and largely benefited. 

During the present Session one hundred and eleven students 
have been attending lectures, distributed as follows : —

The efficient working of that ancient institution, the County 
Galway Infirmary, is not only a matter of vital consequence to 
the Medical School of the College to which it has always afforded 
the principal means of Clinical instruction, but also of hioR and 
increasing importance to the inhabitants of this great County • 
I may therefore be allowed to call attention to it at some lenofib’ 
A movement having been set on foot in Galway to re-modebthe 
constitution of the Infirmary, and thereby extend its area of 
usefulness, Bis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was pleased to ap- 
point a Commission to take evidence and report thereon. The 
Commissioners, in their Report bearing date 3rd January 1890 
recommend a scheme of re-organisation, which, if given effect to bv 
legislation cannot fail to be of signal benefit to the community 
and especially to the Medical School of the College, I may mention 
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that in my Report for 1R77-78, I had the honour to submit, at 
the instance of the Clinical Lecturers, recommendations almost 
identical with those embodied in the Report of the Commis- 
sioners. 

The people of the County are practically unanimous in approval 
of the suggested legislation. It is not proposed to add to the 
charges on the public purse, or to increase local taxation. The 
gist of the scheme is that the Medical Professors of the College 
shall act as Honorary Surgeons and Physicians to the Infirmary ; 
thus placing at the disposal of the institution the services of the 
fiveMedical Professors, Specialists in Medicine, Surgery, Anatomy, 
Midwifery, and Materia Mediea. 

The Dublin Hospitals receive a large Parliamentary Grant ; 
one of the reasons for its issue being the importance of securing 
efficient clinical instruction for students who may afterwards 
enter the Public Service. The Medical School of this College, 
as I have said, depends mainly on the County Infirmary for 
opportunities of clinical teaching; and it may fairly be claimed 
that this School also is not undeserving of support on public 
grounds. 

In former Reports reference was made to the creditable 
entrance of Galway Students into the Army, Navy, and Indian 
Medical Services, and to the distinctions obtained by them in 
their subsequent careers. And it may here be mentioned that 
since the date of my last Report the highest Medical distinction 
in the gift of the Royal University of Ireland — the Travelling 
Medical Scholarship — was awarded to one of our Students, Mr. 
James Ross Steen, in succession to Mr. Joseph Stewart, also a 
Galway Student, who obtained the same Scholarship in the 
preceding year; when it was for the first time conferred. As 
a specially gratifying evidence of the efficiency and character of 
the Medical School, I may mention the fact — that three natives of 
the province, who had received their entire undergraduate edu- 
cation within these walls, are members of the Professorial staff 
of the College. And the Medical School, it should be remembered, 
was created by the College : no such institution had previously 
existed in Western Irelaud. 

Of no less importance is the Local Government Medical 
Service of the country, though, owing to the fact that appoint- 
ments to that service are made by selection and not by compe- 
tition, no reference has been made hitherto in my Reports to the 
number of our Students — unquestionably a large one — who have 
obtained such appointments in the Western province and else- 
where. But the selection is, at least, a proof of confidence, on 
the pari of Local Boards, in the candidates and in the institu- 
tion where their education was' carried on; and there can be 
no question of the importance of securing that the education of 
those candidates should have been thoroughly satisfactory. 

I have said enough, I trust, to show that the character of the 
clinical teaching in the Galway Infirmary is a matter of im- 
portance to the community; and as the suggested reforms are 
called for by tbe public, and involve no increase in taxation, it 
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is earnestly to be hoped that a Bill (which, it is understood, would 
not be opposed), may be introduced with the least possible delay, 
to give effect to the recommendations of His Excellency’s Com- 
missioners. 

The Library and Museums are in a very satisfactory condition ; 
and are, in many sections of their respective subjects, most valu- 
able collections. The liberality of the Legislature has provided 
for their annual augmentation, and thus enables the teaching in all 
the departments to keep pace with the progress of discovery. The 
Council has largely extended the benefits of the Library to the 
people of Galway, who highly appreciate the advantage : it is the 
sole Library of reference and consultation in the West of Ireland.
